A few year* sgo (in 
lB. r >7 , he made himself hoUri.v.i-i by sn attack 
the IJow-rmraf Tiberias, who was encamped 
at Hailin with about 3Qt> of hi* tivcriirre, 
Akeil and his wild followers surprised tliocimp, 
killed ni arly one-lliird of the Owernofa men. 
diluent tl the reruiindor, and cirried off the 
spoils Id triumph. In i860 he g;ot Into better 
odonr Ly giving protection tu Ike Uiritiians of 
Wafairii. during ihe sanguinary tumbles of that 
year; and two years later he had the honour of 
entertaining the Prince of Wales on the atca- 
sicn of his visit to Mount Tabor. 

The early part of out ride wa* over a 
lii-suLifuJ country, bearing rich cropi in ibe 
valleys, s..il a w«,ndetM ,>rA.i M of brijrit 
wild-flowers in the unfilled land. We passud 
througb.

The anowy top of 
Jirrmca opened out grandly no the north ; the 
mountain* of UUcad and Buhan Ware u iw 
mote conspicuous on the eeit, while the ere 
rested with pleasure on the green and wooded 
■lopes of Tabor near at html on the south. A 
remarkable hothjtr, partly under cultivation, 
tjiietched away -.. the south eul; our guides 
called it (Jh«r el Ilatlio, identical apparently 
with the Ari-el-Homnu of Ihe Heridbojk. 
Then the Lake sf Tiheriai bunt upon ns sud- 
denly, a thousand feet down, with purple* tinted 
muuntatss encircling if* calm blue walen. Ai 
n e wound down the lung deicent, the (cene kflpt 
chsncing and briaging up new feature*. Hafed, 
IHTched en a muunlaln-lup nearly 300O feat 
fibere. the lake, might well have bees the 
tity pointer) to by our Sayiour ai 
■■set on a hill," and which therefor* could not 
lie hul. Hermnn. 10,000 feet high, now die- 
played fully its \aal and noble ptoporltooi. 
3 1 io complete outline of the lake (with two 
small deflciencief) lav before ut~ita length 
(thirteen miletj being about double its greatest 
breadth. The Plain of QennesaiBl opened 
cut, with the ruira of llctb-arbel above it, and 
the black ruinous wulla and lowerj of 'liberies 
nlmoil beneath our feet. Wu encumped on 
the margin of the like immediately south of 
the town. A atrong wearerly wind kad by this 
time sprang up, wbicli threw the prerioualy 
Cain water into violent agitation, and endan- 
gered seriously the stability of our tenu. A 
few of us started at once to explore the town. 
We walked through some of the narrow and 
dirty atrtets, *nd then climbed to the top of a 
tower or cit«4el, the meet commanding point 
for. a general The town is built 

chiefly of bauultic rock, and haj therefore 
«n unusually black look about it. Many 
hou4ift had booths on tbair Hat roofs, 
constructed of atiaw, tuahes, and otkar 
light materials, and in lbe» Ihe people 
often live and sleep in prefereaue to 
the bouse below, where equator and vermin 
usually reiga eapreme. A few miasrobJe look- 
isg date palms waved their scanty end ragged 
foliage above the gloomy buildings. The walle 
nnd towers now serve an better purpose than 
picturesque ruins, oaring been rent and 
*hatt*red by the great earthquake of 18ST, 
which almost destroyed the totrn, and killed 
■bout a fnurth of the inhabitants. Afterwarde, 
we walked along the margin of the lake to the 
hot hatha, about a mile south of the town. The 
hot water conies front several copious spring's, 
ot strong saline taste and sulphury stnali. 1 
found the temperature in one of the baths to be 
115 degrees. These springs are famed for 
their htallltg powers, and many invalids were 
Busking triaJof their emc-acy at the time of our 
visit. There is reason to believe that the ancient 
Ilajnmalh stood here : many remains of ancient 
buildings a'rew the akore between this and 
Tiberias. We continued onr walk about 
at mile fat i her south, but not far enough 
to see the outlet of the lake. The shore 
waa rringed with rank tegeUtion, among 
nbieh tke oleander waa conspicuous, 
and many otker beautiful flowers. To the 
pleasures of our walk we addtil a refreshing 
■wim in the lake ; and aj we made our way 
talk to the tents, tired and kungry, the last 
raja of the sun were diffvuuig a rich purple over 
the mountains oppoalle, and tinging the snows 
cf Hermon after everything else was immersed 
in twilight gloom. 

Aprd 30th. — The Lake of Tibeiiaa is said to 
be shout 6D0 feet below the level of the Hadttar- 
Tanean, and being surrounded by high moun- 
its ehore. are generally found to 6a hot 
esterdsy afternoon the tber- 
vas "8- ; tbie morning was also 
■very Lot, but a fresh breete sprang up from 
ttouth'Weit and cooled the air sufficiently to 
make our lido plena ant. We skirted the ehore 
•jf the lake northward for nine or ten miles, 
•Mcortcd by three troopers supplied by the 
Oovirsur. and returning to the same camp at 
feighl. The wincing path led us first along a 
■ieep kid-side strewn with blocks of basalt, 
beting columns' and precipices of the same rock 
high iihovs us ; then down into a small piece of 
level arable land al the mouth of a ravine gleam- 
frig with hollyhocks, oleanders, and otker skowy 
flowers- Ascending again we wound round 
another spur of the mountain, whence wc had a 
good view or the plain of □ sane sue t and the 
sinuous shore beyond. On these aiooos were

Iber* were reaping barley an-l tkrashieg 
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the fjnH by btolirig it witL 
slicks Ths plain of Oennessrcf is tbr 
foul niilen long, anil about a rails wide. Very 
li!tle , t il is under Cultirntign, though, judging 
from the natural vegetation, i's civilities mint 
Ij- grc.it. Tlie rank liriurianre ul the thistles 
and utl.er weeds and wdd llowrrn could hardly 
bi Btcillt'd— the thisilts, indeed, were occasion 
ally sh high a( my head, as I eat on h.or*ebach j 
the iiIc uders that fnuged the shore bad il.n a 
ef lemlid developmrnt. The bctach was nliingly 
or gravelly, curving into prstty liiUs 
hays and promcnlorii-s. bonk-rcJ b> innjmcra- 
ble -skills, and iicculonally rut through by 
copioin Blreams of water from sprlaga on the 
plain. At the north end of the pUin we came 
upon lOme ruins, and a fountain overt kadit wed 
by a latge fig tree. Hue l>r K)h.nson is 
inclined to fix the siae of (^ajiernauni, The plain 
is bounded at this end by a rocky hill of liiu^. 
stone, :i!'.mt JlflO feet high, partly* let raced, and 
dmpjiii g abruptly into the lake. We got round 
tliin promontory by an ancient pathway eul out 
of the rack, uul then found oureelvea aa a plain 
utu.rr.lili' land of small client, with a water mill 
snd stme ruins at its nor the rn eiirvruity. 
t'opitus ttreamn of water [mostly bnckudi i her? 
fjf :iito the lakf. This plafd, rmw oalU-d 
'r»bi||litth, is generally identified with Bstthsa'da, 
and il miy wnlJ kuve been the bom? uf Simor, 
I'cter mid the otket li.hermen whum Jasu. 
celled. for it has a beautiful gravelly 
and si, illy bench for drawing nets upon, 
or fur hauling boats ashore. The bsifh 
is cutud and slcpea upwards to a height 
of six ( >r tight Teei to Teach tire level of trie 
[ikin. Uur Saviour's teaching from, a bos: 
may hisvc been at this place, i.r ta'lur perhaps 
a little ni'ilh t.l (he ruir.s, tVi r there we found 
one or two biys admirably adapted fov such a 
pur|niHe, ihe beach being semicircular and 
sloping upwards to a considemble height— lay 
forty o t hfty feet — tints fonning an amphithe- 
atre on which a groat multitude might stand or 
ait in a convenient position lo soe and hear a 
person in a boat a little way from the shore. 

Vrotti Itctlisaida we rod* northwards about 
two miles io Tell Hum, over an undulating 
surface sloping now rapidly now gently to tbc 
ttraad : un.lt i corn in some puts, stony and 
•fuel* in others, and abounding with thistles 
and thorny rmM. On ibis ground we might 
readily nnd a Hi scone for ihe parable of the 
sower, "A plight recess in the hillside," says 
Stnnley, speaking of this ncishbnurhood, " dun 
closed at nine, in detail, and with a conjunction 
which 1 reme:nber nowhere else in 1'alesLiae, 
every feature t,f the great parable. Them was 
the undulating corn-field descending to the 
watrr's edge. There w»i the trodden pathway 
running through tke midat of il. witk no fence 
or badge to prevent the aeed from falling here or 
there on either side of it, or upon it ; itself bird 
with the i nasi ant tramp of herse and mule, and 
human feel. There waa the good rich soil, 
which distinguishes the whole of lhat plain and 
its neighbourhood from tlie hire hills elsewhere 
deal ending into tlie Like, and which, where 
tbeie is no interruption, produces one vast 
mass of com. There was the rocky ground of 
ths hillside protruding here and there through 
tlie com riehb as elsewhere through the grassy 
slopee. There were the large bushes of thorn 
— th* iilM, that kind of wbith tradition says 
that the crown of thorn a waa wovun,— springing 
up like the frun trees of the more inland parts, 
in the very miJat uf the waving wheat, 11 Other 
parables receive Appropriate illustration in this 
locality; iaderd, the especial interest attaching 
to the. shores of Ihe lake arisei from the fuel 
that they were ao much frequented by Jesus 
anl bis disciples, and that so much ol his teach- 
ing was carried an here, and received a colour- 
ing from surrounding scenes. Nowhere in 
I'aleatine can we be more sure of treading In 
lire enact footsteps of our Saviour than while 
walking along these sandy beachea of Hethsaiila, 
□ r tlie pebbly strand of (Jennesaret . " To ab- 
stract the mind," lays Or. Johnson, " from all 
locsl emotions would be impossible, 
if it were endeavoured, and would be foolish if 
it were possible. Whatever mskes the pist, 
ths distant, or the future, predominate over Ih* 
present, advances us in the dignity of thinking 
beings. Far from mo ana from my friends bo 
such frigid philueuphy tti may conduct us in- 
different and unmoved over any ground that has 
been dignified by wisdom, bravery, or virtue." 
Go tkcee bellowed chores, as in other places 
interwoven with the Gospel history, I could not 
help experiencing sentiments akin to thtiss so 
well sxpreiaed by Renan in the following pas- 
sage : — " I have traversed in all directions the 
country of the Gospels : scarcely any important 
locality of the history of Jesus has escaped me, 
All this history, which til a distance teems to 
float in the cleuds of an unreal world, thus took 
a form, a solidity, which astonished m». Ths 
agreement of the texts with the places, lire 
tiisivtUouy hmmony of ihi) Gu.«iit! ideal with 
tbe country lhat served it as a framework, wore 
like a revelation to me, 1 bad before my eyes 
a fifth Gospel, torn but still legible, and hence- 
forward through the recitals of Hallhew and 
Mark, in ptact of an abstract being whose 
existence might have benn doubled, I saw 
living and moving an admirable human figure, 11 
The ground was so covered with block" of 
basalt and with tall thistles that it was diffi- 
cult to approach, and alilL more difficult to 
explore, the ruins of Tell Hum. We found 
many fragments of pillars with (-torinthien cipi- 
tals and bases; lito tculptured architraves and 
sueh like, all of white compact limestone, and 
apparent !y bt Ion sing to one building. There is 
a small portion of a structure now standing, 
built of dressed stones taken (in part at least) 
fiom si me older structure. The remaining 
ruins cover s considerable surface, but consist 
only of fbspctesa heaps of undressed basalt. 
Dr. Hobinsoa makes out the principal ruin to 
be lhat of a Jewish Synagogue of unusual sure 
and msgsincenee. This traveller, having located 
Capernaum at Khan Uinyeh, identifies these 
ruin? iilth Ckorszin, hut most writers make 
Tell Hum Capernaum, and find Chorajsin at a 
place now called Ktrateh, about tbrse miles 
farther north. 

While wandering about this place I got out 
of sighl of my companions and was imrrn- 
dialely pouncrd upon by a native heavily 
armed ns vnual with long gun and pistols. 
His urci ceded ia mgry tone* lo de- 
mand tomptnsaliLin for dsmagf be as- 
nrrlid J bad done by walking among his 
1,-roviinK corn yl had tn fact been careful to 
kerp to the beaten trucks among ths cultiva- 
tion), but tbe spears of our guard happsn- 
ing to come in eight at this jnotlure, he thought 
il more prudent to cut short the frgumeni and 
be eff. 

From Tell Hum wo retraced our steps to 
Tiberias, which we reached about four o'clock. 
Here we found fresh arrivals— a party of four

— The morning was very beautiful ~ 
firtl tbe dawn witk its fine effects of cjlour, 
and (hen the iun rising uver the mnunums of 
II as hnn, lighting up the hoaiy crown of Hermon, 
and glistening en Ike e dm water; while a gentle 
ripple, murmured its roft music on Ihe pebbly 
bcacli ul our feet. The ctmp was broken up 
early, arid our long array wound slowly in single 
file up trie steep hill aide, returning by ihe way 
we cann. We fallowed Ihe same route a. a far at 
Jjuliieli, then left tlie Nazareth road and kispl 
straight westward towards the plain of But- 
taui. J'rom Lubick we rude al.jng a cultivated 
valley tu Tursn. Hire wc rested an liuur, and 
sum af-pi-waril- we irossfd n luw ridge nnd 
optntd tbe magnificent plain. Kl Umlaut, 
"ihe vegetation now changed greatly ; new trees 
and nhrtihs appears* 1 , and miny new Mowers i 
pretty specimens of the Vallonea oak dotted 
the guen slopes; honeysuckle in full bloom 
tained in rich prufim.m among the bushes; 
while ihe open plain waved with corn ia neavy 
crops. In travetainit this ime region we came 
upon « bit ol paved road, probably the 
"rot*, of the old Itomans.

->h an r-lcqvs anywkere else in I'aleHins; but 
bvlo<e tke close of the day but feelings ofsil- 
mir.ilion Wire to be (Hill more strongly cic.tid. 
l'litri ihe low ridge bounding the plain ws 
ilesrsnded gradually through a narrow woaded 
gorge which we found quite enchanting It 
drew fi.rtk many ei'lamations of delta-hied 
^urfrise, let as this route is not 
described in ths Handbook wa had 
not Jttri.1,1 f. rnorii lo any sue k treat . Nature 
was In holiday attire. Flowers of many hues 
were »caitend with boundless prodigality along 
ihe ftiiisi glades; bright birds enhvenad the 
leafy naka With their sung. Ilie path now lei) 
us lor a lime by Ihe side of a winter torrent, and 
ilicn we gut out cf the valley by climbing its 
sleep anil wocded slope. On the summit of thc 
lidge s brilliant picture burst upon us— more 
striking from being quite unetpccled. There 
lay before us a shining expanse of the Medi- 
ttrrancan, from Mount Caraiel oa the left to 
Mas Nagkura on the right. Tbe bay of Akka, 
tbc town and fruitful plain, were full in view, 
with the fine undulations of the mountain 
regiic enclosing tkem. Biding a little fartker 
wo rime upun a walled village picturesquely 
crowning ihe lop of a hill, which wa admired 
all true more lhat we thought it Shefs Omsr, 
where our tenta were to have been pitched. 
The day wan far spent ; we were all pretty tired, 
arid some Of Ike horses were dead-t>Eal, — ane, 
in fact, had to be left on Ihe road. Wa cl im- 
bued wearily up the rocky hill expecting every 

momsntloseelbecncamprutnt.wlienwalearnoc; 
to cur dismay that tile loira waa Abilin, and 
that we had come by a wrong road, Ws con- 
soled, ourselves, however, with the reflection 
that, bad we gone straight to Sbefa Omar, we 
might have missed the lovely valley and the 
grand view. After collecting uifonnatiun about 
the topograph; wc again betoox ourselves to the 
sleep and stony rot I, which led us over hill and 
ilde, end through fin* olive*, £ge, and other 
trees, till at length another walled town on a 
bill top came into view, still mure picturesque 
than Aliilin, and lids turned out to be the much 
desired Bhefe timer, or tshaf Amsr as I heard 
it talk d by the natives. The environs of the 
bill were very beautiful, and we kad aowhere 
seen olive trees of such large and quaint 
development. In a grove of these we 
found our teats pitcher), and the 
sight of them was very pleasant, for 
it was near]}' tea hours since ws had started in 
the morning, and we had been actually in the 
saddle about eight and a'half hours. From my 
tent <!■... t I enjoyed the beautiful picture of the 
town rising with its walls and battlements in 
lueceaaive tiers, crowned by a eijuare keavy 
mass of building like e castle ot citadel ; while, 
overtepping all, there wa* a solitary date- 
palm of grea: sige aud very perfect. Gn the 
bill- side flocks af sheen and goats were huddled 
together ; lower down came gruvts of 
gnarled grey old olives and deep green 
figs ; and on tke plain below were fields 
of waving corn, The principal (perhaps 
nnlj) fountain of tke plsce was close by our 
encampment, and here in tke cdoI twilight cams 
troops of girls from the town, with their grace- 
fully poised water jars, to replenish the daily 
afiock,. and no doubt also to have a sight of ths 
wayfaring strangers, and to exchange a little 
goisip on what must be, in ikis out uf- the- way 
place, a somewhat rare event. We were told 
that tkbefi Omer eoaULns upwards of a thousand 
inhabjtanls, of whom many are Christian ; and 
from the tinging of a bell at certain limes I 
imagine thtre must be a convent in tke place. 

The evening was a fit close to a very pleasant 
day, tbe interest of tbe road hiving been en- 
hanced by tka beauty of lbs weather, and the 
refreshing coolnesa of the westerly breeze, so 
grateful afier the best of Tiberias, VVs unani- 
mously i i-ii the day's journey a great success, 
and wondered why this route kad not been made 
conspicuous In the Handbook. We had seenno 
plain like El Bultauf for agrarian richness and 
sylvan beauty, no town like ahaf-Amer for 
picturesque iffed-i, and no grove of 
olives like that surrounding our camp 
Apropo lo tbe olive- tree, there la an 
eluqueni passage about il in Ktukio's " Stones 
of Venit v," which I am Usmpled to qu ,ta. 
He is diaiunainir ike relation between symbilism 
to! imitation in painting, and as an eitimple of 
i be former he describee the mode of represent- 
ing olive trees in mosaic on one of the cupolas 
of St. Mark's. He obs-rtea furtbn thai 
modern picture galleries are full of landscapes 
from countries where this tree is common, anu 
in lliuse pictures its foliage ought to be a promi- 
aent feature. " And here," he goes on to sty. 
" I challtrge the liniravelled Englls'a reader 
lo tell Die what an olive- Ires is hk». I 
know he cannot answer my challenge. He 
has no more idea of an dive-tree thin if 
obves grew only ia tbe fixed stars. Lei him 
meditate a li'.tls on this one fact, and consider 
its strsngenins, and what a wilful and eon»tinl 
dof-inu of the eyes to [he most important tru'hs 
it indicates on tke pari of the modern artist.

How can we reasonably 
eipett to find b fair eh»(B of elout weight- 
tarrying hunters, when the practice of the turf, 
whence wn are lo obtain our hunter-blood, it 
going in the opposite direction? The modern 
laic home it required to be neither ttout nor 
itrwi|[. Hb is no longee vtlued for any eueh 
properties, If he can carry til or taven stones 
lor half or thren-^iiarletra of a mite, he is worth 
hundreds or thomentfa more than if hin great 
merit were the ability to run four milee — a hin 
forefathers did — with twelve stones on hit biuk. 
At the present moment there are not mora than 
thnt or four inch racaa run from one year's 
end lu the other, while there ere not more than 
three or four horsea found »Tcr e*p«ble of going 
put h a distance, Jn fuct, lasting powerful well, 
developed tnimikls are no longar needed on the 
lurf, as Here it not thit money to be mid-: out 
of them which may bt rcaliead by a smart two- 
year-old, or a epcedy weed that can jest live 
over th* twu.year-old courae. And hare, on tide 
ground*— ihe two-year old course' — we meet with 
the root of tha evil. In proclaiming it we tire 
making no new diacovery nor startling announce, 
meat, but simply referring ta a fast as well 
known to the senior steward of the Jockey Club 
as it in to her Jblajsity'a Maater of the Horae. 
It ia this perniciou practice which is euiely 
and certainly undermining the breed of our 
Kngluh hor set. From the outlet we act in 
defiance of nature, aa from his birth the race- 
horse has but an artificial eaiatence, The law 
itself has been altered to suit tliis monstrous 
syetein, and the colt accordingly dales hie age 
in modem limes from the first of January, in - 
Bleed of from the nrstof May. There La every in- 
centive to have the foal horn aa early as possible, 
and he cornea accordingly on some raw nixing 
January morn, or juit when winter fairly nets 
in with February, to be coddled and coaxed 
from the hour of hie birth like a houte-laatb. 
and to be sacrificed mott probably at an fatly 
ptriDd. Thus (he young one u forced and pam- 
pered, md prematurely develoj^d, eith.tr for 
tale as e yearling, or to racei* eaily as poKsibls 
in hit second Beaten." Tha writer then proTte 

Salty plainly, mentioning by name soni» of the 
gheal priced yearlingn, thit young animiLs 
fJtiiicialiy fotcad and unnaturajjy developed 
musl decline u prematurely aa they blossomed, 
and thu a proceeds with a description, of the 
modern two year old and his fate : " I tut really 
handsome well- furnished chestnut which hu 
just cantered up, arching his neck and bending 
so beautifully to the Jhir />a«d of his rider, ia 
only * two-year-old, in the finest possible con. 
dition. In two or three or three yenrs' time, 
thi* promising colt will probably be a worn-out, 
broken down, roaring, hobbling, cripple, fir. for 
nolliing but the enud — and haw far tit foe that 
the present state of our breeds of b r,« may 
disclose." Youatt, in his admlralilc essay on 
" Humanity to Brutes," written mire than 
twenty yean, argues that *> it must be 
wrong to call upon the powers of any 
animal before the period at which nature ta. 
tended Hint Ihey .boul.l he fully, or nearly so, 
developed. That animal can never main tho 
mate of peileclion fot which he was designed. 
Should he exhibit ml rs ordinary str*nglh and 
speed, he obtitLns a reputation in die spor.tuft; 
world which he U generally unable to tus'.ain; 
fot the severe measures that hive been resorted 
Id, in order to bring him up lo the race, are 
tnntrary to tht laws of Bitur*. The develop- 
ment of Ihe horse has been forced beyond his 
age. The bones never obtain their proper 
strength; the nunclen never gain their full 
power; tnd at a future period, whoa grta'et 
speed tnd strength are eoijiecled from him if he 
tontvnuen on the lurf, lie probably de ceivee hja 
baiktr», and is disgraced ; or, at least, ere he hm 
seen four or five yean, he ia evidently gatling 
old, and is withdrawn from tht turf.-' And 
then our eeeeyitt points his e ketch with this 
sentence: "The capabiJiiits and powers sfa 
useful and nohle nnim.l are prematurely ex. 
haualed, and many years of valuable and pleas- 
ing eiistence are lost to him." The following 
figures, taken from the most authentic sources, 
will show bow this evil hu increased, » I n 
lAiti there were fourteen hundred and silly.

miiMri . Arrived at four years old, there were 
but two hundred and ninety-cms out of the 
fourteen hundred and sixty-eevea feels, or of 
the tight hundred and twoniy-one twp and 
ihne-yrai-old innntra, still fit to raoe' The 
ab«« .1 th.ey.tem may be rurthe, demonstrated 
by the two inhjolned eorDparaAtvt tabUi - 
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■' It will be gutberad frutn these ti^ures that 
miy yoare aito » horso waa in hut friine Bt six 
je.ti old: whereat he would now never soem 
tv be so good as at two yoirs old, alter which 
sge he gradually declines. In 18UJ the turfite 
depended mainly for his sport on horses whose 
powers were nearly if njt fully developed : 
whereas in Io60 hie chief reliance was on two- 
yritr- olds.

'Wynclham leo thoroughly and determinedly 
into the question, and he will deserve the 
thanks of his country." Not lu be pooh- 
poohed with rdj ex parte contradictory 
sutcment from Admiral or .lolin 

Stu- 1, ag Lord Ribsdule was, hut resolved 
lo sift the evil well in contmiitee, as tho Hjuic 
did when certain worshippers of Midux were 
overtasking poor children of tender year in their 
factories. Let Admiral Kous, John Scale, and 
lhi-ir followers ety their say beforo a comnjittve 
of ihe House of Commons : then we shall know 
how much the country ia indebted to them, how 
far they are worthy of the public money, 
how tnciny poor two-year-olda they have 
an no ..lly m aimed, and if we havsj or 
havs not to thank them for the prooigttion 
of heredittry disease, enervated c -institutions, 
and want of courage in our lireeds of horses. 
We Miy fearlessly that two-year-old racing is a 
disgrace to the present century, as it would 
have been to a burbarons age. Thai the quei- 
lion has been shirked t enough there is no 
denying; and if anything is to be dune let It be 
done quickly, ot the time (nay come wheta, Like 
Kichard, we may cry in vain for " A horse ' o 
horse" 1 unless we import him, as we do odr 
wine* and such like luxuries, from other 
count rice .

TJptdbb the heading " Naval Otdnsncs Admi- 
nisiratien Exemplified," we find the fallowing 
pertinent remarks from the pen of ttear- 
Admiral E. l'ellew Halsted, in the London 
.' u A'cwi of June 27. Ha says 

W ith the certainty before us that the preg- 
nant competition nt Bhoehury is tolling the 
knell of our present rifled ordnance, let ui turn 
Lo lis nurnery aL Woolwich, whore the closir we 
look the more proof we shall see that it it no 
true system of matured artillery which thus is 
w&itonly threatened with change ; but, on the 
contrary, that a long-resisted necessity at last 
cumprla lis to abandon what for five year, his 
defied all system or maturity whatever. As is 
fully exemplified in it* latest feature by those 
mnllipled nets of new self conflicting Armstrongs 
;■[..; projectiles now struggling in the pangs of a 
long evaded public trial. Within and without 
the stores of our great Arsenal carriages, 
limbers, and other minor gun-gear alooe, if 
even these, seem expectant, midst surrounding 
confuiion, of tome new gun to give them 
letlled employ. In all other respect* Wool- 
wich has bee tune less a pride than a national 
humiliation. Instead of a store of modern 
strength for the future, it Is a store of the 
" service rifle " wrecks and derelicts of the pust 
five years, and like the Danas at Duppel it bids 
Ui put our trust in smooth botes only. 

From that gaunt row of 12 ton monsters, too 
weakly lo Le rifted, but not trustworthy even as 
smoothbores. Ftom those workshops preparing 
tu alter the 200 U pounder horse guns; and the 
2b0 £t) poundet and Impounder boat Ritas, 
and already Long employed over tbe -15(1 
"faulty," "unserviceable," Impounder field 
guns ; issued first, then tried, then condemned, 
recalled, and still for many a moath " remark - 
ing" from "longs" into ■■ shorts." Frim 
where less than doubtful devices are being tried 
for improving the -tO-pounder, and ulilUini. the 
7u-poundtr. From where other devices are 
being Iritd for milking heavy shot lighter, by 
cutting off the head oi the tail, ot digging out 
the middle, lest they burst the 110- pounder, 
though ita shell defies any similar eafo reduc- 
tion. From furnaces ami cauldrons where 
leaded shot and shell of all pounders are having 
Lheir blistered coats, or not three year*' wear, 
remclted into new once. From piles oF other 
thousands not even worth, this- enrage. Uy the 
great blind jump of looU from smoolhbore to 
r.rle ordnance j and the little querulous skip of 
1H i)3 from ride back again lo amoothbore ; the 
while m elusive period being one of gestation 
ever countless inventions, each U supersede all 
others of its like. — In all this, if in this alone, 
Woolwich painfully exemplifies a course of mere 
vacillating caprice, fatuously pursued to bolster 
up a decision consciously never richt, and there 
fore necessarily barren. Tbe bitter fruit of 
hasty Fiction on irresponsible adviu:; rashly 
adopted , then recklessly maintained, and then of 
course defended with all partisan power to all 
who thus were misled to open wide the public 
purse, without exacting any public proof what- 
ever that the value expected should equal tbe 
cost. 

tine only imsginaty figure suggest words in 
which to do scant justice to what Woolwich re- 
veals to even suraory inspection. And as the 
mind is plunged deep into psinful thought 
before that revelation (II d its probable con 
sequences, we seem to see aur rspnted national 
pmenl personated by successive eecretariss for 
war, each introduced by individual or cmbediett 
"profestionsl Btltisemt" to where exclusively 
the national stake must be played, for " the Lest 
rifted gun."

Tha greatest possible di- 
ve raity of choice before jou, all ' improved ord- 
nance,' air, ill made at your otro cost, riein 
smoothbore, spiralled mortar, or rilUd gun. 
Breech loader or muxila loader, or hsth In one. 
Polygrcove, plain groove, nipping groove, 
button or ahunt ; aoUdk or built-ups. longa or 
shells, auengthined „ urulttngtheneJ, heavy 
or light. Of softened iron, or tempered ittef, 
welded coils throughout, or welded coila over 
forged barrels ; of wrought iron or steal, thick 
or thin, with open ends, closed ends, or 
plugged ends.

Such like are the ex- 
periments cf which the Edinburgh reviewer 
wriics: "Tkeynsve not. yet demonstrated what 
il la esfe to adopt." Such was tho " Oams of 
the tiuns," broken up by the hts I'arlk- 
menttvry Committee. And when the four yenrs' 
scconnt was called for and examined, I2,S3t',5i7 
3 7s, Ud. wax found and "reported" aa the 
tsatt sum staked ; hut beneath all thou* farm 
thimiiles, that ever-evatling imsginiiry pen ; that 
" best rifled cun," for which Mr, liuli honestly 
staked that no imaginary sum, nu.l which, 
simple man, he had ever been assured that he 
was winning, or hnd won ; — that the Cismnvttee 
found not. The same part is s who in Pros* nr 
Parliament svct urged that assurance on their 
S B ir s Vtj y, intent ujvon a nvw game with sets of 
guna i i alill newer diversities, openly repudiate 
altogether their put four years* a took, which 
they sold at the above price eijUally, tnd official 
Woolwich is taunted from official Shoehuryness 
that tha traly " best national tilled gun " u now 
H shswing off " down there ■> while Kagosima 
lesda «j.ne indigcant evidence that smioth- 
bores are the only Udtreacherous gitnn the 
■rsentl supplied lev our tbips oul there. Thus, 
perforce, Mr, Hull, lo get out of his "muddle," 
must pLy hi* stake once Jmnre, or proud Knj«- 
larid, like poor Denmark, must bow betbro 
others, pert spa even E'runsia, under the superior 
power of an effective rifled artillery. Hut if, in- 
deed, by partlmn, or t.thei scheming infiueruise, 
England's Ordnance Administration be per- 
mitted to know no change, and the same ex- 
pecttnt l.Jrdnancs Select Committee and Cq he 
further trusted to play for (or against f ) her, 
thlt second ttake also:— Suet, repetition of a 
national dele jinn, with all inconsequences each 
day becoming more apparent, r 
make cur South Sea Bubble to 
as the wisdom of Solomon. 

Riches, honours, lucrative appointments, pro- 
motions, have fallen rife on all professional pro- 
moters of that "game." Official smiles, not 
batrer,, hate favoured all its favourers ; while 
those who doubted, and Rtill mors those who 
maintained their self-respect and integrity of 
judgment, ha ie be tn subjected to no unmean- 
ing frowns. Yet, from opening to hey day, 
that "game " gave true note, of aariotts, if not 
solemn warn inn. ho rulers and ruled alike, high 
or low, naval, military, or civilian : to all who 
would, or would not heir. It was serious 
warning when the fleet three largest poLygroovaa 
issued to the Navy successively disabled them- 
selves in their first gunboat before firing thirty 
not full charges etch. It became ominous 
when the inventor himself publicly aliened 
"inferior manufacture" tu the cause; and 
M.'.mpcd that iatne mark, unchallenged by Au- 
tho rity, nn a " o\l- :l of similar weapons 
amounting to sear 300. But rrjente.l warning 
looked more ominous still when Authority itself 
could be led unresistingly to stake light cf 
" unsound manufacture " in guns to be sub- 
jected to unprtcedentcd strain, and of whose 
unproved efficiency for war the highest oxpecti- 
tiont were leiulouely raised. And in face 
of sncb warning it it impossible Ira ex- 
empt Naval Administration front the fact, 
sod, if the fact, then the conacquencee 
of a full knowledge that the new gun 
it waa ^blindly accepting and forcing 
on the Fleet ; acknowledgedly before 
any true trial ; was in every cats a more frr less 
unsound weapon known to be so to men and 
officers who matt fight with it, aa fully as pro- 
claimed so by themselves; whose solemn duty 
it rather wut to have spurned such nn ImpJsl- 
uen. 

Here is irrefutable proof :— " Whenever a 
Saw (a new flaw he it remembered) is discovered 
in an Armstrong gun, an impression of it in 
gulta pcrcha, or some othsr available substance, 
is toBccompeny the report made by the captain, 
loarether with a full description of the defect." 
' See circuUr of July Ifi, ltffii. In addenda to 
Admiralty Instructions of January 1, 180a.) 

Every epithet used hy and before honor, 
able members of the laLe committee 
condemning those 400 unsound field 
guns, applies with even still greater force 
to all Navnl po'ygroaves. Their greater 
siae almost means greater unsoundness ; 
ihty are ttrained with far he.ivier clurgca, and 
any accident must find their crews more closely 
packed around them. Yet that " Order " dates 
with the first issue of full charges to the 
lllJ-poundnrs, it precedes the first trial of thai 
gun on ihe plates of the Warrior, and it is aa 
necessarily in for.e to the present diy as then, 
pmTing that "inferior manufacture" was nn 
temporary not limited incident of construction, 
ss the inierUrji was ptrmittetl unchecked to 
allege, but now, as always, that it b a chronic 
insepirabla condition of the weapon. We will 
see, lhe», how the Navy itself, as dintinct from 
lis administration, regards ibis matter. Thus 
sprnkt for himself and others a Naval Officer of 
high rank, a "special naval artillerist." and a 
Peer " Yon „„ Bwa « ,h,t all the Armstrong 
guns- , or most of them that hnve beenonstr. 
vicr, have a certain nuaber of ffiws in the 
bote- when ihay are isiued, and a list of those 
flaws is seal with the guns ; after tU-i comsaon 
exercise with the service charge 1 generally had 
Ibe gun t-earcbed, and 1 have found lbs*, there 
ts a vstiaticn in those flaws, always increasing, 
never decreasing. " Again, "N JW we are 
otliged to ftre these. Armstrong gang with a 
list of flaws to commence wiih. Autis— 
"Mas. rf the Armstrongs that t have seen 
have btin without flaws," Again—" It will 
be a long tiase before it bursts, but a gunner 
eleei not tike to stand altngside a gan triti a 
ftw encka In it," (p,g, OJ, "Report m$) 
Out of mneVten polygroovea supplied to ike 
- Warrior in tweaiy months up lo last May, 
litre were US S.w.-officia! fl.w.- lB ,J, 



barrels; and two 110-ponndere were return* 1 
on account of the extent of their flaws." 
And then, as if even irresponsible Authority 
had sired to prevent diicovory cf ths 
true nature of these treacherous ginger- 
bread weapons, in reply to the queetion— 
" Have you found out that they (the flaw- do 
become wcrse in frtct f " we read— " No, but 
the firing baa btenof =ueh a rnodeiai* nature aa 
not to test severely the guns— for instance, wo 
are limned to five rounds ut any mi-i time." 

Thefe sxlracls rrfet to burreb ottty, they ex» 
elude that incurable " vent-pieee" breech; but 
the answers made by this last officer to 22ot>, 
and 2244, describe every treacherous failure of 
that breech and of other pplyg.-oova det.ihj 
which occurrsd at Ksgosima, and lake place 
more or less everywhere else in " commoo exer- 
cise," even with those " limited Mve rounds at 
any neo lime." So that beginning with the 
St," i v. gunboat, in December, ISrJO, there has ever 
been a true note of waroL.g, louder or lighter 
from the experience of every ship obliged to lira 
these Armstrong guns, for even the Ordnance 
Select Committee have yet to urge that s earns tt 
have an ignurtnt preference fur the unsound wea- 
pons forced upon, them at the r.-( >inm<ndatior» 
of that irresponsible bady, Hut any who 
doubt to unqualified t charge of " faulty" 
manufacture may see Hiitnpl.es el thoset official 
parchment " histories" ktucil w.m each poly- 
grcove front its Woolwich Mratrj tu Army and 
Naty alike, as three of them kre" unbluehingly 
exposed at page 395 of the tWpHi, whera they 
prulaim estate of construction in our hoisted 
Artillery as universal as unprecedented, and 
such at no msker of a snipe gut would, il ho 
knew it in that stale, dsra tu expose before a 
customer No. 1 sample it that of a naval gun, 
a 4U-poueder, with IU defined end registered 
"flaws" in ita barrel, two being in the powder 
chamber, besides "defect in right trunnion."

Buch throughout hu been, and is, the

the aiste of a 9-pounder, issued to Kltct or 
Army, without an official- " history " or defects. 
And to bring this phase of warning down to its 
latest date, on the recant arrival of the Uhan del 



viceabl* fur serviceable wj Armeitrong guns to 
the number in all of seventeen, ten more being 
similarly exchanged from one ahip alone. That 
necessity for this, however, did not arise from 
"flaws," which may he as numerous or more 
to in the guns put in as in those pot cut, bui it 
arose from the difference of expansion between 
copper and iron in the " ringi," which aiMirno 
to make a fire tight joint between barrel and 
breech, hut are ineffective for that purpose 
without metal "cups;" and unless ttiesc 
fit on each shot, to far less than the loootk 
of an inch, the breech either cannot be closed, 
or cannot be opened, and the gun itself either 
cannot be fired at all, or at will, it cm lire 
inside ae weU as uuteids the ship— at hrcueh aa 
well aa muirie. Thus, if Admirals and Otp. 
tains were compelled, " yea or nay," to accept 
commatd of ships, for distant alatione aa for 
home ones, etch with an official paieiiment 
hialoryof well-knoim and disabling defects irt 
the cylinders and shafts of their steam- engines, 
tie' even in the rigging, masts, or hulln of thtt 
thine themselves, they could hardly bB slated

Does then such long persiitence ogainsl un. 
broken warning exemplify Naval Ordnance 
Administration rather to its honour than dis- 
credit, if that word bo not too mild ? Does it 
exemplify a course of Lir faith to tha Navy 
such as justly to command respect, rather than 
the reverse, towards those, whoever they be, 
who era trusted to appoint ita armaments? Is 
it in boastful England, morally— u distinct 
from politically defensible— that official frowns 
and smiles should everywhere be seen and felt 
to support, a foufranrr, a auchtika course, 
vi-iting with no unmeaning disfavour all 
who have pointed out its falsi leading in 
honest hope tu avert a catastrophe? Did 
that course give no opes warning of 
Ihe Kagosima It must sometime :ind 
aomcwhero leadlo? Does Keiroeima iuelf 
give no open warning now of some- still nure 
serious and fatal rt]>atition from furlbsr per- 
sisting to furnish our ships with treacherous 
arms ? If such persistence he in land the dic- 
latc of aobti reuon, then what can constitute 
infatuation; but if sober reason, backed by 
such unvaritd experience, be aboui.tj is hoped, 
lo Tesume her away, then does not grave cause 
exist thai the two years' labour of the lain 
Parliamentary Committee no lotiE^r remain n 
dead letter? But lhat its reports, as ia teapect- 
fully pleaded, receive an early a notion with 
the view to reconsider if the Otdinmc* changes 
of 1866 have or have not given rmulti credit- 
able or safe to the honour uf the e inn try or ita 
services.
